Registrar of Motor Vehicles James R. Lawton today cautioned 
all motorists to abide by the provisions of the “School Bus Law.” 

“There will be an automatic license suspension for any motorist 
who violates the provisions of this law,” he said. 

:“Too many complaints are being received here at the Registry 
of vehicles which are not stopping when approaching a School Bus 

In 1962 school buses were involved in 87 motor vehicle accidents. 
•‘We have already had reports of 33 accidents involving school busses 
in 1963, and this can not continue,” he said. Additionally, in 19(52, 
59 pedestrians—14 years or under—were killed in Massachusetts, 
and 3,305 children under 14, who were pedestrians were injured, 
from either direction.” 

Under the provisions of the School Bus Law, a motorist ap¬ 
proaching. a school bus from either direction must come to afnil stop 
before proceeding. A motorist may proceed only when the school 
bus resumes motion, or when he is signalled by the bus driver to 
proceed, or when the blinker lights on the bus stop flashing. The 
only exception to this rule is when the motorist approaches the school 
bus from the opposite direction on a divided highway. 

Any motor vehicle which displays a sign bearing the words 
“SCHOOL BUS” on a yellowish-orange background and is equipped 
with front and rear blinker lights which are flashing, and which is 
stopped to allow passengers to alight or board, is deemed a “SCHOOL 
BUS” for purposes of the Massachusetts statute. 

“Non-compliance with this law, whether deliberate or otherwise, 
creates a dangerous situation to school children,” Registrar Lawton 
said, “and we must take steps to see to it that this law is rigidly 
enforced. I have written a separate letter to all Massachusetts 
Chiefs of Police calling their attention to the need for compliance 
with this vital safety provision.”

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NUT CROP 

Sunday morning- Tony and I 
hiked up into the mountains to 
look over the area for deer sign. 
The sign is poor compared to 
other years. This is West Fairlee 
that I am talking about. Numer¬ 
ous deer have been observed in 
the southern part of the state. 
The winter kill in the Fairlee 
area apparently was qiute severe 
this past winter. From all evi¬ 
dence deer in the southern sec¬ 
tions came through the rough 
weather of last winter with fly¬ 
ing colors and should offer good 
bow hunting. 

There is a good nut crop this 
year, desipte the claims of the 
experts who repeatedly say that 
a poor year will follow a good 
year. Last year the beech nuts 
and acorns were in abundance 
throughout the state. The crop 
of beech nut and acorns is large 
now, but there is evidence to sup¬ 
port the theory that the deer will 
be feeding the grass when Octo¬ 
ber 12 rolls around. The water 
fall has been very scant this 
summer and the dryness is caus¬ 
ing the beech nuts to fall early. 
Upon opening up the burrs, I 
found only partial development 
of the nuts. The deer are eating 
the nut fruit now and should be 
visiting the apple trees regularly 
when the hunting season opens. 
The apples are in abundance but 
the size of the fruit is small... 
another plague of dryness. 

The Vermont Fish and Game 
Department is now in the process 
of distributing its new access 
areas and impoundments booklet. 
It will be about two weeks before 
town and city clerks, spoiling- 
goods stores and wardens have 
these in supply. A map and 
description of each of eighty-one 
developed areas are included in 
this edition.

CLEAR AS GIN 

Artificial, bait manufacturers 
am! anglers go to great lengths' 
to ensure that fish can spot their 
choice offerings even in the most 
turbid water, but sometimes the 
fish can see too much for the 
fisherman’s own good., 

Ultra-clear waters pose a prob¬ 
lem for the angler, say • the 
Mercury outboard authorities, 
since the victim may be able to 
look over the whole diabolical 
set-up—Bait, hook, leader. That's 
a little too “sportin’". 

Under such conditions', 1 • the? 
only answer is to switch to light 
tackle- that escapes detection, 
and use strategy that conforms 
to feeding habits. Light spinning 
gear is ideal, but. the use of 
longer lightweight leaders can 
make all types of regular tackle 
suitable for the task. 

Select tiny spinners or midget 
trolling spoons. Pick the runts 
out of the minnow bucket and' 
use them first. 

Generally, you’ll do best dur¬ 
ing the early morning hours and 
again at dusk. Later in the even¬ 
ing, change to night fishing tac-i 
tics. But always fish slow. This; 
applies whether, you’re casting; 
right next to the bank or bottom: 
-bumping in the depths, advise, 
the Mercury experts. 

Clear water fishing'is demand¬ 
ing, but it provides a new kind 
of challenge and can produce 
excellent results. If you can fool 
‘em, you can catch 'em.
